I  herewith  present  the  annual  report  of  your  company  for 
the  year  ending  August  1,  1908,  this  being  the  54th  annual 
report,  and  in  this  the  attempt  has  been  made  to  acquaint  you 
iWitn     i    n    ormation  of  importance  since  our  last  annual  report. 

This  is  the  fourth  year  since  your  property  was  leased. 
As  we  all  remember  the  road  was  leased  to  the  Howland 
Improvement  Company;  and  it  has  been  sub-let  or  re-leased 
twice  since  the  original  lease,  the  roaa  now  being  known  as 
the  Norfolk   &  Southern   Railway. 

On  the  first  day  of  July  1908  the  Norfolk  &  Southern 
passed  into  the  hands  of  receivers,  and  is  now  being  operated 
by  said  receivers. 

I'li;  l  ireetors  of  your  Company  have  bought  a  lot  in  the 
town  of  Beaufort,  and  have  contracted  to  erect  thereon  an 
(  il  ic  apieied  in  a  fe  v  mont  is.     Tois 

office  is  being  erected  mainly  to  provide  a  place  for  keeping 
our  records,  books,  safes,  etc.  This  will  be  a  building  which 
we  should  have  had  long  ago.  However  the  lessees  have 
courteously  given  us  room  for  storing  our  books,  papers, 
records,   etc. 

.  ,-j  nave  practically  closed  up  all  of  the  outstanding 
business  affairs  of  the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina  Railroad  Co. 
At  our  last  meeting  we  had  pending  in  the  courts  some  import- 
ant suits.  One  of  these  w?ts  the  case  of  your  company  against 
the  lesse  company,  this  being  the  Ives  Wood  Contract  Case. 
The  case  went  to  the  Supreme  court  and  it  was  there  held

Ives,  judgment,  amounting  to  about  $9,100  and  interest  since 
October  1907.  Only  $2,500  of  this  judgment  has,  up  to  the 
present  time,  been  paid.  Through  our  attorney  we  have  made 
demand  for  payment  of  the  remainder  of  the  judgment 

About  two  years  ago  the  County  of  Craven  and  the  City 
of  Newbern  listed  property  of  our  Company  amounting  to  about 
!  !■!.  .ii  ■       taxation         v'e    "  aim>  1    t  i  s    nrope^y    nad 

been  listed  through  the  Corporation  Commission  and  was 
therefore  not  liab'.e  to  local  taxation.  We  obtained  a  restrain- 
ing order  against  the  collection  of  these  taxes,  and  the 
Supreme  court  sustained  us  in  this  action.  Thus  this  matter 
is    finaliy   settled. 

There  are  now  only  two  cases  pending  against  our 
Company.  Tnese  are  the  two  Overman  woo^-comract  cases. 
Overman  recovered  a  $5,500  Judgment  against  onr  company 
frv.d  the  lessee  compeny.  The  superior  court  held  that  both 
of  the  companies  were  liable  to  Overman,  but  that  the  lessee 
company  was  liable  to  our  company  for  the  judgment,  which 
principle  was  established  in  the  Ives  case.  So  we  think  there 
will  be  no  difficulty  with  reference  to  this  case.  The  other 
Overman   case  is  practically  identical  with  this  case. 

The  lessee  company  has  paid  all  rentals  as  required  by 
the  contract  of  lease,  and  the  Directors  of  your  corporation 
have  distributed  the  said  rentals  in  dividends  to  the  stock- 
holders. 

io  far  as  I  know  the  lessees  are  keeping  and  have  kept 
the  road  bed  in  fairly  good  condition,  and  the  service  rendered 
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seems  to  be,  from  current  report,  satisfactory  to  the  travel- 
ling: nublic  in  general.  And  so  far  as  I  can  ascertain  the 
lessee  company  has  made  such  expenditures  for  permanent 
betterments  as  required  by  the  lease.  Our  Treasurer  has 
received,  as  required  by  tne  contract  of  leise,  all  interest 
accruing  on  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  company. 

Tne  Directors  of  yo*ur  road  have  made  no  change  of  the 
deDOsit  of  $100,000  made  by  the  lessee  as  a  guarantee  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  contract.  The  sum  is  still  with 
the  Wachovia  Loan  &  Trust  Company,  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C.

These 
set  forth  in  detail  the  receipts,  disbursements  and  other  mat- 
ters of  interest  to  this  body.

Fourth  Annual   Report  °f  Expert   Appointed  to  Examine  the 
Atlantic  &  N°rth  Carolina  Railroad  for  the 
Year  Ended  August  1,   1908.

Dear  Sir:  — 

We  have  to  report  that  on  July  2  9th  we  completed  the 
fourth  annual  examination  of  the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina 
Railroad,  extending  from  Goldsboro  to  Morenead  City,  North 
Carolina,  and  beg  to  submit  the  following:  — 

We  find  that  the  track  has  not  been  kept  up  to  standard 
for  the  past  year.  There  has  been  very  little  work  done  on 
any  of  the  bridges  and  trestles.  While  same  are  safe,  many  of 
them  are  needing  new  timbers.  There  has  been  put  in  track 
only  about  66  2-3  per  cent  of  the  requisite  number  of  ties  to 
keep  track  up  to  standard.  The  track  shows  lack  of  work; 
the  greater  part  of  it  is  grassy,  and  the  surfacing  and  align- 
ment not  up  to  standard. 

The  depot  buildings  at  the  various  stations  along  the  line 
of  road  are  in  good  condition,  well  painted,  some  of  the  plat- 
forms, however,  are  needing  slight  repairs,  as  there  is  some 
rotten  timber  which  should  be  replaced. 

The  condition  of  the  locomotives  and  cars  also  is  only 
fair.  With  the  reduction  of  the  force  in  the  shops,  which  went 
into  effect  about  eight  or  ten  months  ago,  the  necessary  repairs 
have  not  been  done  to  keep  the  rolling  stock  up  to  standard. 
The  policy  pursued  seems  to  have  been  only  to  do  such  repairs 
as  were  absolutely  necessary  for  service  and  safety. 

The  only  betterments  and  improvements  during  the  year 
"are  as  follows: 

Extension  to  dock,  platform,  and  roof  at  both  ends  of 
Trent  River  warehouse,  at  Newbern;  the  building  of  a  new 
dock  at  the  eastern  end  of  old  warehouse  at  Neuse  River,  the 
extending  and  enlarging  the  western  end  with  wood  structure, 
(not  brick.)  Repairing  dock  of  frame  warehouse  at  Neuse 
River;  New  siding  at  Blade's  Mill;  27,049  new  ties  in  main 
line;    2,046  ties  in  side  tracks.
